Mr. Sadat said that as a first 
step, full reports on the posi- 
tions of Israel and Egypt should 
be submitted to the Security 
Council by Secretary General U 
Thant and Gunnar V. Jarring, 
the Middle East intermediary of 
the UN. 

- “Every party should define its 
stand before the Security Coun- 
cil,”. he said. “And the United 
States should come before the 
Security Council and define its 
stand.” 

One of Mr. Sadat's Objectives 
last night appeared to be to prod 
the United Stabs into using its 
potentially decisive Influence over 
Israel.

Israel Craft 
Shot Down 
By Egypt 

7 Dead; Attack 
Site Is Disputed 

TEL AVTV, Sept 17 (UPI).— 
Israel said Egyptian anti-aircraft 
missiles brought down a propeller- 
driven transport plane wen In- 
side Israeli territory today, kill- 
ing seven of the eight crewmen 
in what Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan termed "flagrantly an 
action of war.” 

In Cairo, a military spokesman 
at first announced that Egyptian 
anti-aircraft shot down one of 
two Israeli Phantom fighter- 
bombers that penetrated Egyp- 
tian air space at about 3 pm. 
over the central sector of the 
Suez CanaL Later this was cor- 
rected to correspond with the 
Israeli identification of the plane. 

The Israeli spokesman describ- 
ed the shooting down of the 
transport as the most serious in- 
cident In the 13 months of the 
Middle East cease-fire. He said 
the Boeing Stra to cruiser was 14 
miles on the Israeli aide of the 
canal when it was hit and 15 
miles from the canal when it 
crashed. One crewman reportedly 
parachuted safely. 

The incident followed by a day 
a nationwide address by Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, who said he 
would sacrifice a million Egyp- 
tian Jives If necessary to liberate 
Arab lands, and said Israel would 
pay dearly in another war. 

It came six days after Israel 
said its gunners an the east bank 
of the canal bad shot down an 
Egyptian Sukhoi fighter-bomber. 
This was the first time Israel 
said it had shot down an Egyp- 
tian warplane since the begin- 
ning of the cease-fire. 

"This action is so flagrantly an 
action of war— shooting missiles 
into a depth of 20 kilometers — 
this is a provocative action, not 
merely a violation of the cease- 
fire,” Gen. Dayan said in a spe- 
cial nationwide television inter- 
view. 

But, he_added, "it is not a thing 
that would change the balance 
■*_of ■power.*' - • 

Gen. Dayan said the incident 
could well have been retaliation 
for last Saturday’s Israeli down- 
tog of a Sukhoi-7 fighter-bomber 
that crossed the Suez Canal to 
take pictures of Israeli positions. 

"Whether this is a provocative 
action to order to open fire or 
war. or whether it is merdy an 
action the Egyptians thought we. 
could swallow and thus they 
could add a feather to their cap, 

I do not taow ” he said. 

“The Egyptians are not keen on 
. resu min g war," Gen. Dayan said. 
“But on the other hand, they are 
not likely to put up for very long 
with, our sitting on the canal 
without political movement: They 
may at some time decide to 
disrupt the cease-fire. 

“I suggest you do not under- 
estimate the timetable Sadat Is 
coming out with off and on.” 

At a press conference tonight, 
Israel's chief military spokesman 
said the missiles which downed 
the StratocruisT probably were 
HAM-2s, which have a' range of 
25 miles.

Morocco Ends 
Trial of 193 as 
Leftist Plotters 

MARRAKESH. Morocco, Sept. 

17 CAP). — A mass treason trial of 
193 Moroccan leftists ended here 
today with the court H*mriing 
down five death senten c es— four 
to absentia— and six terms of life 
Imprisonment, including three to. 
absentia. Fifty-three were ac- 
quitted, 13 received suspended 
sentences and the rest got vary- 
ing prison terms. 

The only prisoner to court 
sentenced to death was Mo- 
hammed Ajar Bounaflat, who 
with Mohammed BenjeUoun was 
extradited from Spain in 
February, 1970. Mr. BenjeUoun 
received a 10 -year term. 

The defendants were charged 
with plotting to overthrow the 
pro- Western regime of King 
Hassan U with a terrorist cam- 
paign Inspired, financed and 
directed from Syria. 

Moroccan sources said U.S. 
intelligence agents worked with 
Spanish police to uncovering the 
plot after a tip from the Israeli 
secret sendee. The trial opened 
June 14.

Church-State Crisis Looms in Spain 


By Richard Eder 

MAE RED. Sept. 17 (NYTJ. — 
The forcible entry by the police 
Into a Madrid church earlier this 
week Is threatening a new crisis 
in church -state relations, already 
strained by the continuing sessions 
of a national assembly of bish- 
ops end priests. 

The incident Is being taken 
so seriously by the church hierar- 
chy here that the primate, 
Vicente Cardinal Enrique y Ta- 
rancon, and the nuncio, the Most 
Rev. Luigi Dadaglio, have cent 
a special messenger with a report 
to the Vatican and a request for 
quick guidance. 

Church sources see in it a show 
of force by the government, 
which has been angered and dis- 
turbed by the Independent, even 
critical line on political and so- 
cial matters taken by the bishops 
and priests here this week. 

There has been no official 
reply to the assembly's resolu- 
tions calling for the application 
of human rights In Spain and 
severance of ties between the 
church and the regime, nor to 
a vote of apology by the major- 
ity of the assembly for tlie 
church's one-sided support of 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
during the Civil War. 

The only Immediately visible 


sign of official displeasure was 
the treatment given the assembly 
by newspapers closest to the gov- 
ernment. Today, for example, 
Pueblo devoted approximately 
three times as much space to 
criticisms of the assembly by the 
rightist clergy as it did to a 
report of the assembly itself. 

Far more serious than thin , in 
the view of churchmen here, is 
the incident at the Church of 
Santa Maria del Fozo, In a work- 
ing-class slum on the outskirts of 
Madrid. 

Early this week, 40 iaid-off 
workers began a sit-in at the 
church. Tuesday night, a police 
detachment led by Satumino 
Yague, head of the Madrid Po- 
litical Brigade, went to the 
church and told the pastor, the 
Rev. Ramon Prieto, that the sit- 
in must unH , 

After consulting the dem- 
onstrators, Father Prieto told Mr. 
Yague that they refused to leave 
and that he had no Intention 
of evicting them or of giving the 
police permission to do so. 

Firmness Advised 

Both men then spent several 
hours consulting their superiors 
by telephone.

In addition, 
he had consulted his superiors— 
that has caused particular con- 
cern in church circles. Some 
sources suggested that the gov- 
ernment may be signaling that 
the concordat will not protect 
the church if it goes beyond per- 
missible limits. 

It may be significant that to- 
day, when asked whether the 
government had violated the con- 
cordat, an official source offered 
no denial but said simply that 
there had been no public protest 
by the church hierarchy. 

Asked for comment during an 
intermission of the assembly this 
afternoon. Cardinal Tarancon 
said shortly that he "could say 
nothing about that matter" and 
walked away. 

According to sources familiar 
with the situation, the cardinal 
has in fact told the Vatican that 
he favors a sharp reaction. These 
sources say that he proposed a 
Vatican protest to the Spanish 
foreign minister and legal action 
against the authorities for violat- 
ing the concordat, which has the 
force of law here. 

In addition. Cardinal Tarancon 
reportedly wants to go to Bants. 
Maria del Pozo, one of the most 
wretched of the city’s slums, and 
offer mass there.

Prison Employee 
Stabbed to Death 
At Folsom, Califs 

FOLSOM, Calif., Sept. 17 
— a civilian laundry super- 
visor at Folsom State Prison was 
stabbed to death yesterday while 
he directed about two dozen in- 
mates. The victim was a civil 
service employee, Ronald L. 
Turner, 30, the father of four 
young children. Warden Walter 
Craven said an inmate was being 
questioned. 

Mr. Craven ordered an im- 
mediate lockup of the maxi mum 
security prison's 1,800 inmates to 
permit guards to conduct a 
search for weapons. 

Mr. Turner was the first Fol- 
som prison employee killed in 
more than 30 years. He was the 
13th person to die In violence in 
California prisons this year, in- 
cluding seven employees. 

The prison is in the Sierra 
foothills just east of Sacramento. 
It houses the older and more 
recalcitrant prisoners in the 
state system. The average age 
of the inmates is 35. 

"No confrontation led up to 
the assault and apparently it was 
without provocation." an official 
said. "To our knowledge, it was 
an Isolated incident.”

The Saigon command said the

BELFAST. Sept. 17 COPI). — A 
sniper killed a British soldier 
today to an ambush of troops 
guarding a bomb-disposal squad 
at work to a Belfast street, the 
army said. 

In the exchange of fire that fol- 
lowed. two other soldiers were 
wounded, one of them critically, 
an army spokesman said. 

The army said it appeared that 
Lance Oorp. Peter Harrington. 26 
— the fourth soldier killed this 
week and the thin year — was 
the victim of new. tactics of the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army 
to which bombs are planted to 
lure troops Into ambush. 

The sniper waited until explo- 
sive experts dismantled the 22- 
pound charge — booby-trapped like 
one that killed an explosive ex- 
pert last week— then opened fire 
on the squad as it drove away, 
the spokesman said. 

A woman telephone caller had 
alerted the army to the presence 
of the bomb, which was in the 
open at the corner of Flax Street 
and Crompton Park. The spokes- 
man said Its location was ideal 
tor ambush. 

Another soldier was wounded 
to another sniper attack. A 
single shot cut down the Scots 
Guardsman as he patrolled In 
the Catholic An d ersansto wn Dis- 
trict, the army said. Other troops 
returned fire. 

A bomb blast ripped apart an 
abandoned house in a Catholic 
pocket of Belfast's BaUymacarett 
District tonight injuring two 
civilians and burying a British 
soldier beneath rubble, the army 
said. Other soldiers dug him out 
and he and the civilians were 
rushed to a hospital. Army sources 
said troops used the house as on 
observation post. 

A pre-dawn raid was made on 
houses in Londondery by troops 
and police . and. 16 “suspected 
members of terrorist organiza- 
tions" were arrested. 

In Belfast's Crumlin Road Jafl. 
30 interned IRA suspects attempt- 
ed an escape, the army said. Four 
of the 30, using chairs and 
knotted bedsheets and a grappling 
hook, managed to reach the top 
of the exercise yard wall but 


retreated when an army patrol 
spotted them and guards rushed 
to the spot, prison officials said. 

In a statement smuggled out 
of the jail, the prisoners said 
that the 30 tried to escape “as 
a protest against Illegal Intern- 
ment, bad food and cramped con- 
ditions.” Northern Ireland Prime 
Minister Brian Faulkner has 
signed Internment orders tor 219 
IRA suspects, who are being held 
without trial. 

In London, the British Defense 
Ministry announced that a bat- 
talion of the Queen's Regiment 
was being returned from Northern 
Ireland duty to West Germany, 
reducing British forces in the 
province to 12,000 men.

Hurricane Edith 
In Mississippi ; 
Louisiana Soaked 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 17 (AP). 
—Hurricane Edith ripped across 
Louisiana yesterday, scattering 
tornadoes to its path and causing 
widespread damage but apparently 
no serious injuries. 

The Red Cross reported 15,000 
persons rode out the storm in 80 
public shelters set up in inland 
cities and towns between l*ke 
Charles and Morgan City, about 
100 miles away. 

Its overland passage into Mis- 
sissippi slowly drained the vio- 
lence from the storm's winds, 
which were up to 100 miles an 
hour when it raged ashore from 
the Gulf of Mexico about 20 miles 
east of Cameron, La. 

Rains ranging up to five inches 
caused temporary street floods in 
several Louisiana cities, including 
New Orleans, and posed the pros- 
pect of more serious flood prob- 
lems later.

The finance ministers of the 10 richest 
non -Communist nations have ended their 
London conference with, a useful-— if delib- 
erately vague — agreement that correcting 
the imbalances in world payments requires 
"an appropriate realignment of currencies,” 
hut that other measures will also be needed 
"on a wide front” One of the most crucial 
sectors of that front Is the struggle over 
trade — specifically, the degree to which na- 
tions are to have access to each other’s 
markets. 

In President Nixon’s Aug. 15 announce- 
ment of his new economic policy, the 10 per- 
cent import surcharge was described as 
"temporary”; it was presumably to he used 
as a weapon to induce others to realign their 
exchange rates and agree to a more flexible 
monetary system. But Treasury Secretary 
Connally and other American representatives 
have persistently refused to say under what 
circumstances the United States would be 
prepared to eliminate this tax. 

The administration’s representatives insist 
that they are not interested In limited moves 
but in overall results — to be exact, a $13 bil- 
lion swing from deficit to surplus in the UJ3. 
payments balance. Achieving that enormous 
shift would require not only a realignment 
of exchange rates but also a massive reduc- 
tion by foreigners of quotas and other non- 
tariff barriers against American goods, 
elimination of restraints on American in- 
vestments abroad, a drastic revision of Com- 
mon Market farm policy, and a major in- 
crease in foreign military spending to ease 
the burden now being carried by the United 
States. 

Whatever the case for any of these goals, 
It is utterly unrealistic to think that they 
can be swiftly achieved through the lever 
of the Import surtax. Hence, suspicion is 
growing that the administration is setting 
impossible terms in order to warrant the 
continuation of Its aggressive trade policy. 
It cites the report of the President’s Com- 
mission on International Trade and Invest- 


ment Policy, headed by Albert L. Williams of 
IBM, to back up such a policy. 

While the Williams report does call for. “a 
new realism” In American trade policy, with 
greater use of this nation’s bargaining power 
In defense of Its economic interests, tbe es- 
sential thrust of the report is for liberal 
trade, not greater protectionism. Indeed, it 
urges a series of international negotiations 
•*to prepare the way tor the e limin ation of 
all barriers to international trade and 
capital movements within 25 years." 

The commission suggests consideration tor 
the temporary use of an import surtax if 
other countries object to a farther accumula- 
tion of dollars; but it specifically voted down 
a suggestion that the import tax be used as 
a bargaining device to secure across-the- 
board changes in the trade policies of foreign 
governments. The report recognized that the 
United States is far from guiltless: It has 
never repealed the American -selling-price 
system of boosting tariffs on chemicals and 
a variety of other products as it agreed to 
do in the Kennedy Round. Moreover, in the 
past decade, this country has increased the 
number of imports subject to mandatory or 
“voluntary” quotas from six to 67. Getting 
rid of non-taxlff barriers to trade will in- 
volve arduous negotiation by Washington; 
it cannot be achieved by unilateral threats. 

The outcome of tbe London conference of 
the Group of Ten has reinforced belief that 
Mr. Nixon’s Initial shock tactics were needed 
and that they are in fact working to bring 
about a realignment of exchange rates and a 
more flexible International monetary system. 
More progress along this line would stop the 
series of escalating crises that have Jeopar- 
dized the unity and stability of the world's 
economy: But If the United States tries to 
bludgeon other countries Into submission by 
keeping the Import surtax and the “buy 
American” Investment tax credit, until every 
stated US. objective Is secured, it will almost 
certainly force foreign retaliation and a 
breakup of the free world’s unity.

Nuclear Accidents 


Their mutual experience and maturity have 
over the years reduced the danger that either 
superpower might launch a deliberate nuclear 
strike against the other. In the nature of 
things, however, experience and maturity 
offer considerably weaker guarantees against 
nuclear accidents. It goes without saying 
that ,a bomb exploded inadvertently can 
damage peace and life as much as one ex- 
ploded -l» anger. And In weighing that hor- 
rendous prospect, one does not have to rely 
on Imagination alone: A record complied two 
years ago by the Stockholm International 
Peace Research institute listed 33 "major ac- 
cidents Involving complete destruction of a 
nuclear weapon delivery system with nuclear 
weapons on board, and with destruction, 
loss or other involvement of the weapons 
themselves." No bombs exploded, of course, 
and doubtless much technical work has been 
done on both sides to minimize further risks. 
But who will say all risks have been removed 
or that an accidental bomb explosion is not 
possible? 

The Moscow, -Washington hot line, rigged 
after the Cuban missile crisis, addressed only 
part of the problem. Although it was set 
up to provide the technical means for quick 
communication in a political confrontation, 
it naturally became available for commu- 
nication In an accident situation, too. But 
the United States and the Soviet Union con- 
tinued for years without making specific ac- 
cident arrangements. At the SALT talks It 
appeared the two were completely absorbed 
in seeking limits on the acquisition of new 
weapons. Neither Mr. Nixon nor Mr. Brezhnev 
had indicated they also were trying to make 
safer the retention of their old ones. 

it comes as a welcome surprise, then, that 
a Helsinki agreement has been reached in 
this crucial sphere — although we see no 
good reason why the matter had to be kept 


secret so long. The agreement is said to 
envisage a formal commitment to consult 
Instantly In the event of accident rather 
than to proceed towards retaliation, and also 
a satellite communications system to make 
consultation quicker and more reliable than 
the land hot line presently affords. 

'• Whether either superpower’s poise- would 
survive an-- accident so that It would fulfill 
its pledge of consultation by satellite, is 
necessarily problematical. Car-drivers are 
regularly warned not to turn out of a skid 
but to turn Into it; once tbe car skids lots 
of drivers try to turn out of it. Even so, 
planning for an accident has got to Im- 
prove the odds of controlling one. Such 
planning can build confidence between 
Soviet and American strategic planners; It 
can make the rest of us feel a bit easier. 
The exercise and example of superpower co- 
operation are worth something, too. 

We would raise a further point. Once an 
accident has taken place, then of course 
every sane man would want to limit its con- 
sequences— this Is what the new agreement 
evidently la about. But the agreement does 
not seem to cover at all the prevention of 
accidents. For effective prevention, might it 
not be necessary for Moscow and Washington 
to publish or otherwise share some aspects of 
weapons design or command and control 
technology? Would this exchange be feasible 
from the various technical, political and 
security viewpoints? Would a continuing 
old-fashioned dialogue on the ground be- 
tween Soviet and American experts be of 
more real value than a marvelous commu- 
nications system in the sky ready for use 
in a crisis? We don’t have the answers but 
surely the stakes— mutual survival — are high 
enough to merit the questions being asked.

Anxiety and the IMF 

One sign that America's trading partners 
will be able to negotiate from a position of 
strength at the IMF meeting is the growing 
anxiety of Washington, where financial 
circles are beginning to doubt Mr. Nixon can 
obtain all the results he foresaw on Aug. 15. 
One of the reasons for this growing skep- 
ticism. which according to observers has 
begun to gain ground in some administra- 
tion quarters, is the refusal of Europe and 
Japan to submit as of Aug. 15 to the Amer- 
ican will. Time has played against the U.S. 
in the sense that their trading partners 
have adjusted in very diverse ways to the 


new situation and seem to prefer to stay with 
the national solutions they have chosen, 
rather than give way all along the line to 
the American "diktat.” The Americans' chief 
weapon, the surtax. Itself is beginning to lose 
Impact, since the Europeans and Japanese 
are taking steps to absorb It without giving 
in to the temptation of retaliation. 

The changes that have occurred to the 
advantage of Tokyo and Europe thus should 
allow them to request of America a moderate 
devaluation of the dollar. By consequence, 
it is astonishing that Mr. Schiller refused to 
sign the first revision of the common com- 
munique

It has a budget 
that is one-fourth the cost of a 
single fighter plane, a staff of 
about ISO. and six commissioners 
who are employed full-time else- 
where. 

Even so, they spoke out, indi- 
cating that the President's state- 
ment, at this particular time, 
could only give aid and comfort 
to those who opposed the de- 
segregation of schools, and render 
the task of those trying to com- 
ply with the law Immensely more 
difficult. 

Moreover, the President's state- 
ment, while obviously popular 
with those who are unwilling to 
pay the price for a united Amer- 
ica with freedom and Justice and 
good education for all, especially 
blacks, really Ignores the facts 
of busing. Forty percent of all 
school children in America are 
bused to school — two billion miles 
a year— at a cost of $98 million 
for 250,000 buses. To be apposed 
to busing is to want 40 percent 
of American youngsters not to 
get to school. 

If tbe commission had hired 
Governor Wallace, he could not 
have performed better. The day 
after the commission's statement, 
Wallace began to help the Presi- 
dent. All across the South, and 
also in the North where school 
buses were fire-bombed In Pon- 
tiac, Mich., the farces of obstruc- 
tion arose anew, buoyed by the 
President's stance, and the battle

A. Rockefeller Issued a statement 
that began with this sentence: 

"Our hearts go out to the 
families of the hostages who died 
at Attica.”. 

Much of what went wrong at 
Attica— and -Of what is. wrong at 
most other American prisons and 
“corrections facilities*’— can be 
found in the simple fact that 
nMthfrr in that - sentence nor in 
any other did the governor or 
any official extend a word of 
sympathy to the families of the 
.dead prisoners. 

True, at that time, it was 
thought that the deaths of the 
hostages bad been caused by the 
prisoners, rather than— as is now 
known— by the bullets and buck- 
' shot of those o rd e red by the 
.state authorities to go over the 
walls shooting. 

But even had the prisoners, 
Instead of the police, been the 
killers of hostages, . they still 
would have been human beings, 
certainly their mothers and wives 
and rhiiriren still would have 
been human beings. But tbe of- 
ficial heart of the state of New 
Yftrk and its officials did not go 
out to any of them. 

The Families Gather 

That is the root of the matter; 
prisoners, particularly black pris- 
oners, tn all too many cases are 
neither considered nor treated as 
h uman beings. And since they 
are not, neither are their fami- 
lies. The f am files of 16 Attica 
inmates, gathered outride the 
med ial examiner's office in 
Rochester the other day, could 
not find out whether their 
husbands and sons were dead or 
alive. They had not even been 
able to find out whether' the 
men were involved in the prison 
rebellion, because the state would 
not trouble to tril them. 

Dead hostages, for another 
example, were sent tp the morgue 
tagged with their names; dead 
prisoners went tagged "P-1" 
“P-3” and so on. That is an 
almost unbearable fact to those 
who heard an eloquent prisoner 
shouting in the yard of Block D 
last Friday night: ,r We no longer 
wish to be treated as statistics, 
as numbers. We want to be 
treated as human beings, we 
will be treated as human beings.” 
But even in death, they were 
still just numbers. 

Time and. again, members of 
tlie special observers' group that 
tried to negotiate a settlement at 
Attiea heard the prisoners plead 
that they, too, were human beings 
and wanted above all to be treat- 
ed as such. Once, in a negotiat- 
ing session through a steel-barred 
gate that divided prisoner-held 
and state-held territory, Assis- 
tant Corrections Commissioner 
Walter Dunbar told the prisoner 
leader, Richard Clark: “In 30 
years. I've never bed tc an in- 
mate.” . 

"But how about to a man?” 
Clark said quietly.

A Shifting Target

pHU MY DISTRICT, BINH 
1 DINH PROVINCE, South 
Vietnam.— This province, far 30 
years a Communist stronghold 
and now the target of a new anti- 
communist drive, is testing 
whether the Saigon government 
can ever control Vietnam suf- 
ficiently to remove the perpetual 
threat of the Communists cutting 
the nation in two. 

Superficially, Binh Dinh is as 
bad as ever (rated 44th out of 44 
provinces in degree of pacifica- 
tion.) Its feeble local leadership 
and local troops permit North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong units 
Cover 8,000 strong) to roam a 
countryside still packed with co- 
vert Communist sympathizers. To 
pessimists in Saigon, deterioration 
In Binh Dinh will trigger regres- 
sion in government control na- 
tionwide, worsening as the last 
American soldiers leave. 

But these pessimists are scarce- 
ly aware of a government cam- 
paign that was devised by UJS. 
advisers and launched June 36. 
Its premise: Even with the Amer- 
icans leaving, Saigon's forces vast- 
ly outnumber the Co mm unists in 
Binh Dinh. The campaign at- 
tempts. after a decade of Amer- 
ican bumbling and South Viet- 
namese lethargy in this province, 
to exploit that advantage for 
once. 

The importance of the Binh 
Dinh campaign to this endless 
war cannot be overstated. The 
central Vietnam coastal provln- 


reglonal forces CRFJ and popular 
forces CPF)— to defend the pro- 
vince. But strangely. PF and RF 
units experienced practically no 
casualties. Indeed, territorials 
strolled through TUnh Dinh ham- 
lets without' their M-16 rifles. 
Tbe reason: Village and hamlet 
chiefs controlling the territorials 
had struck up local accommoda- 
tions with the Communists, giv- 
ing them the run of the province. 

Intensifying this degeneration 
was a bizarre interpretation of 
VieUnsunizatlon by US. generals 
in the n Corps area, which In- 
cludes Binh Dinh. On the theory 
that the decade-long American 
advisory effort had failed, UJS. 
advisers in XI Corps were Instruct- 
ed no longer to advise but merely 
to observe. Advisory teams ac- 
tually were pulled out of the 
Binh D inh area. 

The Binh Dinh disintegration 
was not stopped until this past 
su mme r, when one of the most 
dynamic figures to emerge from 
the Vietnam war, John Paul 
Vann, was named senior U.S. of- 
ficial in the ZI Carps area — the 
first civilian given such authority. 
An ex-regular Army lieutenant- 
colonel who has been in Vietnam 
since 1961, Vann immediately con- 
centrated on Binh Dinh. 

Vann correctly analyzed Binh 
Dinh's first desperate need as 
improved security. Five battalions 
of the 22d ARVN Division were 
brought here from the central 
highlands. ID -disciplined RF 


Indeed, Binh Dinh's chronical- 
ly poor local leadership persists — 
especially here in Phu My dis- 
trict, perhaps the worst district In 
the country's worst province. RF 
and FF soldiers, terrified at the 
thought of confronting North 
Vietnamese regulars, simply aban- 
don outposts adjacent to the dis- 
trict’s seven Communis b-control- 
led hamlets at nightfall. Pha 
My’s district chief makes no ef- 
forts to keep the territorials on 
duty. He has similarly ignored 
Communist activity, including one 
Oceanside hill where guerrillas are 
entrenched with guns 

and a mortar. 

Such lethargy is an old story 
in Binh Dinh. What is new is 
that the carps commander, Lt. 
Gen. Ngo Dzu, is doing something 
about it. Despite a reputation for 
corruption, Dzu is unquestionably 
aggressive and cooperates well 
with Vann. Thus, when inform- 
ed by US. advisers about the Phu 
My problem, the general did a 
most un-Vietnamese thing: He 
publicly upbraided the offending 
district chief during the weekly 
staff meeting an the Binh Dinh 
campaign.

New World U. 
Ends 1st Session 
A Month Early 

PARIS, Sept. 17 (3HT). — The 
University of the New World, ad- 
vertised as "a new university with 
a global consciousness" when it 
opened in Houte-Nendaz. Switzer- 
land. earlier this summer, ended 
its initial session a month ahead 
of schedule, the rector's assistant 
confirmed in a telephone inter- 
view today. 

Approximately 120 students, 
who paid 31300 for the three- 
month term, were offered alter- 
natives of a free flight to the 
United States, remaining on 
campus for individual study, or a 
£000 to $300 travel and food al- 
lowance for the last month of 
the unfinished term, when the 
program ended on Aug. 30. Most 
of the students are reported to 
have chosen the latter plan. 

Difficulties which led to the 
early closing included a “com- 
munications problem" with the 
community, the administration 
spokesman said. 

However a student-faculty group 
has charged the university with 
misrepresentation o f existing 
facilities, poor living conditions 
and financial mismanagement. 
The letter, signed by students, 
laculty and administrators, in- 
cluding the former treasurer of 
the Foundation for New World 
Education. Kevin Cleary, protests 
“fraudulent betrayal of the radi- 
cal educational principles on 
which the university was found- 
ed. as well as many American 
students and faculty." Mr. Cleary 
submitted his resignation to Al- 
fred de Grazia, the foundation 
president, on Sept. 3. 

Legal steps are reportedly being 
taken by some students who seek 
reimbursements from the univer- 
sity. 

The fall session, to begin Oct. 1. 
will see changes, "essentially in 
terms of getting a better quali- 
fied faculty,” the university said, i

Harsh disagreement was expect- 
ed to arise among the more than 
200 bishops and other church- 
men who will attend the forth 
coming synod if the constitution 
were to be debated. 

Instead, it is now thought, the 
bishops' assembly will be merely 
informed tha t the Lex Funda- 
mentalls will be redrafted. 

Bishop Rubin, a member of the 
Polish hierarchy, confirmed that 
discussions win be held on the 
two items on the synod agenda — 
problems of the priesthood and 
justice in the world. 

Although not mentioned in 
Vatican communications regard- 
ing the synod, it is widely expect- 
ed that the first item win 
provide an opportunity for a 
debate on. priestly celibacy. The 
Pope and conservative members 
of the hierarchy are known to be 
opposed to any easing of the 
celibacy rules beyond the admis- 
sion of mature married men to the 
priesthood in some countries lack- 
ing sufficient clergy. 

Bishop Rubin announced that 
the Pope had asked an Italian 
archbishop, the Most Rev. ignrtwn 
Bartoletti, to summarize issues 
when the synod first meets. 

Papal Ceremony 
A solemn papal mass in the 
Sistine Chapel on Sept. 30 will 
precede the working sessions. 

The Vatican also announced 
that the bishops participating in 
the synod would attend a solemn 
service in St. Peter's Basilica on 
Oct. 17 for the beatification of the 
Rev. MaxirrHlfan Kblbe, a Polish 
Franciscan and journalist who 
died in the Nazi prison camp of 
Oswiecim in 1941. 

The Vatican also announced the 
names of lay experts who will at- 
tend the synod as advisers. They 
include two women. Lady Jackson, 
also known sus Barbara Ward, the 
British economist and writer, and 
Maria del Pilar BellosfDo. Spanish 
president of the Inte rnational 
Union of Catholic Women's Or- 
ganizations.

ed by thB Royal Shakespeare 
Company's . production of “The 
Man of Mode" at the Aldwych. , 

The comedy, first performed 
before Charles H in 1676, has 
not been seen in London for more 
than 200 -years. The director, 
Terry Hands, has seized on the 
fact that it is free from any 
acting tradition to provide it 
with an ambiguously modem 
setting— the men are dressed in 
velvet suits that could be worn 
with aplomb down Chelseas 
Kluges Road— which emphasizes 
the aspects of Etherege’s 

subject matter: The war be- 
tween men and women. 

At the center is Dormant, a 
rakish figure based on Charles 
ITs favorite, the poet and 
libertine Lord Rochester. He is 
In the process of getting rid of 
one mistress — a delicate-maneuver 
since he wishes her to appear 
in the wrong— while he seduces 
an other and mHicaa an attempt 
on a third. Alan Howard gives 
the part a rough vigor that em- 
phasizes the rawer edges of the 
character without diminishing v>i^ 
obvious superiority to the others, 
a superiority based not upon 
morality but style. 

In many ways, Etherege an- 
ticipates Wilde, believing that in 
matters of grave importance, 
style, not sincerity, is the vital 
thing and that there is no sin 
except stupidity. He displays a 
worldly understanding: Darimant 
encourages a friend to marry 
simply because he has discovered 
that the girl intends io remain 
a virtuous v irg i n but has hopes 
that, as someone else’s wife, she 
will be more easily tempted. 

Character Studies 

The plays minimal plot gives 
ample opportunity for some 
hilarious character studies. Vivien 
Merchant, as the discarded 
mistress Mrs. Loveit. does a 
splendid turn as a self-absorbed 
sex-queen relishing every moment 
of her distress. John Wood, 
rapidly emerging as one of Eng- 
land's finest actors, is quite 
marvelous as Sir Fop ling Flutter, 
the grotesque and simpering man 
of mode, full of Parisian af- 
fectations. 

Despite everyone's determined 
frivolity, and cynicism, the final 
result is one of playfulness and 
joy. Lovers may betray one an- 
other, but there is no harm meant 
or felt. Even Sir Fop ling is in- 
dulged. and the fun at his ab- 
surdities is kindly, possibly be- 
cause Etherege is said to have 
resembled his foppish creation.

An Israeli Opener

TJERLIN, Sept. 17 (IHT). — -For yearn, the dis- 
auction of opening the annual Berlin Festival 
went to the Berlin Philharmonic and its lifetime 
conductor Herbert von Karajan.

this week, you could, have picked 
up a gas stove (presumably in 
working order) for a franc. 11 
battered aluminum pans for a 
few centimes more or dozens of 
paper lampshades at next to 
nothing. 

Or you might have been the 
winning bidder far a'Second Em- 
pire bronze that went far around 
$200— about a third of what it 
was worth. 

Sales of the sort that took 
place at Drouot .on Monday and 
Tuesday are typical .of what hap- 
pens here at the beginning of the 
auction season. Everything In- 
cluding the kitchen sink comes 
up for sale in a relaxed, unpre- 
tentious atmosphere In the ab- 
sence of reserve prices, experts, 
catalogues ' and all the hullabaloo 
that characterizes “good” sales. 

These mixed-bag auctions don’t 
attract the big dealers. Nor do 
they bring In the non-profes- 
sionals— they are poozly publicized 
by a few posters pasted on the 
walls of Drouot. 

Nonetheless, such sales are, at 
least, a straw in the wind because 
they do attract the second team 
in force. The less important an- 
tique dealers and the secondhand 
shop owners fbrocanteurs), just 
back from summer holidays, flock 
to Drouot to replenish their 
stocks. Their purchases reflect, 
to a considerable degree, the atti- 
tudes of their clientele— who, in 
fact, make up the majority of 
buyers. Paradoxically, their pur- 
chases also reflect the attitudes 
of the big dealers who, while 
c>» mining such minor sales, buy 
from their more modest col- 
leagues. Add to all these tradi- 
tional factors the present dollar 
crisis, - «vnH these opening sales 
take on a certain measure of 
significance for the 1971-72 art 
market. 

Typically, this week’s sales 
offered not art but the contents 
of several households. On Tues- 
day, for example, a haphazard 
group of objects that might have 
been found in any middle-class 
French home came up for auc- 
tion. This is not to say that there 
was nothing worth having. But 
one had to wade his way through 


the aforementioned pats and pans 
to come to the bronzes. This, of 
course, is why the big dea l ers 
stay away — they prefer to have 
the preliminary sorting out done 
for them. Their time is worth 
more than the few francs they 
might save. 

At the Tuesday sale, after, the 
household bric-a-brac hart been 
disposed of, came a couple of 
very pleasant **pate de verTe” 
vases — one in a translucent red- 
dish color, and the other blue. 
They sold for 42 francs. The 
approximate value in the trade 
is 150 to 250 francs each. The 
next good lot Included a large 
Art Nouveau stoneware vase, 
about 20 inches high, with an 
iridescent effect in the glaze. 
It was mounted in gilt brass 
of the same period. It sold for 
533 francs, a low price. 

There were other objects in the 
sale that, although they belong 
in categories that have been very 
much in favor for the past 
months, went for moderate prices; 
for instance, two good examples of 
19th-century French bronze - 
making. One was a stag with 
two does, signed- by Masson, of 
superb quality with a fine, dark- 
ish olive patina. An inscription 
on the base showed the piece had 
been exhibited at a Salon des 
Beaux- Arts during the Second 
Empire. Quite probably, this was 
from the original cast, and not 
a later edition; at 1.100 francs, 
the piece cost a third of what, 
I think, it shnniri have command- 
ed. The other important 19th- 
century bronze, a work by Moreau 
about 20 inches high, was a 
statue of a young boy sitting on 
a rock. This made 1,781 francs, 


again far less than its value would 
have been at the end of last 
season, 

Some paintings, too, were re- 
markably inexpensive. An ex- 
tremely good landscape in neo- 
classical style, harking back to 
Claude Lorraine, done in the early 
19th century, barely rose to 5E0 
francs. It could easily have made 
six times that price at any of 
Christie’s or Sotheby’s sales lest 
season. 

Does '•frriq mmin that, in *.Ti a 
face of the money crisis, prices 
are tumbling? Probably not. One 
would naturally expect erratic 
prices at this sort of sale, one 
without experts or pretensions. 
Furthermore, some of the objects 
made quite high prices, consider- 
ing their very modest aesthetic 
cl aims 

A very badly painted landscape, 
in a remotely impressionistic 
style, sold for exactly the same 
price as the neoclassical work 
and, in my view, was not worth. 
580 francs. Even mere striking 
were the prices for some Japa- 
nese cloisonne vases of the type 
produced after the turn of the 
century for export to Europe. 
Until recently, nobody wanted 
this sort of thing. Even though 
they have become more popular 
in the past three years, it seems 
to me. that 500 francs was a great 
deal to pay for them. And it 
was equally surprising to see 
black and white prints, done after 
landscapes by Claude Lorraine, 
going far 260 francs a pair. They 
hod nothing particular to recom- 
mend them and they were poorly 
framed. 

On the basis of one or two such 
sales, one cannot blueprint the 


course of the season, which has 
barely begun. The “bargains” 
at Drouot were all objects that 
dealers could reasonably expect 
to resell quickly at a cash 

profit. The more expensive Items 
should be quickly resold too be- 
cause they are fashionable and 
very much in demand. Thus it 
would seem that the second team 
is buying with an eye to minimum 
outlay and quick turnover — an 
attitude characteristic of an in- 
flationary situation.

Fed to Enter 
Agency Issue 
Market Fully 

Also Indicates Cutback 

In Monetary Growth

NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (NYT). 
—The Federal Reserve, to a sig- 
nificant change of policy, an- 
nounced yesterday It would begin 
shortly to ma k e outright open 
market purchases and sales to 
the securities of federal agencies. 

Transactions to agency issues, 
such as those of the Federal 
Home Loan Banks and the Feder- 
al Land Banks, have until now 
been limited to only temporary 
purchases by the Fed's open- 
market committee. These pur- 
chases were designed to provide 
shortterm credit to the banking 
system. 

The new authorization, accord- 
tog to the announcement, makes 
it passible "to widen the base 
of system open market operations 
and at the same time to add 
breadth to the market for agency 
securities." 

Nevertheless, a number of ob- 
servers also saw In the announce- 
ment at least a partial capitula- 
tion to voices that have called 
for Fed action to shore up hous- 
ing or other specific sectors of 
the economy. 

Aware of such pleas, the Fed 
said that the new operations 
"will not be directed at support- 
ing Individual sectors of the 
agency market or at channeling 
funds into Issues of particular 
agencies.” 

Meanwhile, the Fed's weekly 
banking statistics, issued yester- 
day, Indicated further success in 
its attempts to cut back the rate 
of monetary expansion. 

The nation's money supply 
averaged $227.8 billion in tbe four 
weeks ended Sept. 8, up only 
$300 million from the level of the 
four weeks ended Aug. Zl. 

Over the most recent three 
months there has been an annual 
rate of growth of 5.1 percent, well 
below the 912 percent rate that 
has prevailed since early January 
and about equal to— perhaps even 
eomewhat below— the target 
which many economists assume 
the Fed has been shooting for. 

As money grows less easy, 
business loans at New York City 
banks rose for the seventh con- 
secutive week in the period end- 
ed Wednesday, which included 
the Sept. 15 tax-payment date. 

The gain over the crucial tax 
week amounted to $3.06 million, 
roughly twice the level of the 
comparable 1970 period.

U.S. Housing Starts Set Record 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (Reu- 
ters).— New housing starts hit a 
record high in August for the 
second straight month, rising 
13,000 units to a seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate of 2.228 mil- 
lion units, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported today.

New building permits, regarded 
by the administration as a less 
volatile indicator of housing in- 
dustry activity, dropped 44.000 
units to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 2.000,000 permits. 

In the six months ending 
August, the average adjusted 
housing-starts rate was 19 per- 
cent above the average of the 
preceding six-month period and 
48 percent above the correspond- 
ing year-ago period.

Star quiet eloquence, its factual 
precision, its emotional restraint 
braided Into the horror and pain 
of the subject matter make it a 
book of -great emotional impact. 
The writings in this series of 
sketches of the war in Vietnam 
are virtually flawless. There Isn't 
a false note, a soft center In any 
of them. Dr. Glasser’s fluency 
comes not from any literary' ma- 
nipulations but from his com- 
mitment to what he Is saying. A 
former major of the Medical 
Corps, he never preaches. But 
that does not mean that he has 
no point of view. It's in what he 
Is telling us. 

The sketches, all tame, inciden- 
tally, though they often have the 
shaping grace of fiction, are 
focused on the war in Tnrifyihirm- 
But the theme is not that war. 
The war Is the c ause and excuse 
for the book, but the theme is 
the waste of war, the destruction 
of our American young. Dr. Glas- 
ser is a pediatrician and was sent 
to Japan to look after the chil- 
dren of the dependent military 
families there. But, as he him- 
self remarks, he soon realized that 
the soldiers who were being pulled 
off the medical evacuation heli- 
copters were Children themselves. 
Death is part of pediatrics and so 
is the struggle to save the child. 
But, he writes, "to save him, only 
to see him blown apart or blind- 
ed, to help him grow properly 
only to have his spinal cord tran- 
sected, or to have him burned to 
death, puts all the effort in doubt; 
the vaccines, the pediatric re- 
search, the new techniques and 
the endless concern — suddenly lb 
an seemed so foo lish, so hopeless. 
To Jose a child any time along 
his life is really to lose the whole 
thing.” 

The book has the structure of 
a fugue and its two subjects are 
counterpointed as tightly as in a 
work of Bach. One is the enorm- 
ous organization, effort and tech- 
nical proficiency that go Into 
saving a soldier's life. If the 
wounded get to Japan, the per- 
centage of those saved is a star- 
tlingly high 98 percent. The other 
is the equally great organization, 
effort and technical proficiency 
that go Into making 1 our soldiers 
killers. The sophistication of the 
weaponry, the daring with which 
they are used and the bravery 
of the Americans who use them 
are engrossingly described. On 
the one hand we have the sweeps, 
the patrols, the never-ending 
booby traps, the explosive fire- 
fight^ the supporting guns hips, 
the artillery barrages— all in un- 
bearable heat and jungle. On . 
the other, hand we have the self- 
lessness of the medics, of-the cop- 
ter pilots who go in to takfe the 
men out, and the procedures that 
start as soon as the men are 
taken out. The wiing and heal- 
ing are joined by some logic some- 
where, I know, but in mare than 
one place in the book, they sim- 
ply sound insane. 

One segment of the book, ‘The 
Shaping-Up of McCabe,” is a 
graphic on-the-spot summary of 
the making of a Ranger— a man 
put through advanced infantry 
training, artillery school at Port 
SID, jump school and more train- 
ing in situations that are physi- 
cally closer to Vietnam. But 
when McCabe finally uses all that 
training it is to blow up a village 
from whose general direction his 
group has been catching mortar 
fire.

W ASHINGTON.— Recent state- 
ments by television network 
officials indicate that their pro- 
graming this year will be aimed 
at youth and young married peo- 
ple. who have 
more money to 
spend than their 
elder more con- 
servative - spend - 
ing parents. Since 
TV is nothing 
but an advertis- 
ing medium In 
this country, it's 
liard to fault the 
networks and Bnehwald 
their sponsors for 
wanting to reach the people most 
likely to buy their products. 

The truth of the matter Is 
that old people just wont go out 
and spend money, and for that 
reason there Is no reason to in- 
dulge them In any way. 

You would think the elderly 
would be bitter about being con- 
sidered “non persons' ’ by adver- 
tisers, but on the contrary they 
seem very pliilosophlcal about it. 

My Uncle Phil said, "I knew 
the handwriting was on the wall 
some years ago when the Satur- 
day Evening Post cancelled my 
subscription because they discov- 
ered I was over the mandatory 
age of 45 to read their magazine.'’ 

"That’s true Uncle Phil, but 
it's one thing for a magazine 
to drop older people as readers, 
but it's another for all three net- 
works to decide to go after the 
youth market." 


“We have only ourselves to 
blame. It's true we don't have 
too much money to spend. The 


reason we don't Is we spent it 
all on our kids, whom the Spon- 
sors now Insist they want to 
reach. If we hadn't given all 
our savings to our chil d r en, the 
advertisers would be making pro- 
grams for us instead of them . ” 

“It still seems a. brutal thing 
to do,” I said. 

“You have to look at It from 
their standpoint,” Uncle Phil 
said. “What good is it to make 
entertainment for people who 
can't buy a sports car, or who 
don't care if they have bad breath, 
or who, are too tired to fly the 
friendly' sides of United? If God 
wanted the networks to appeal 
to senior citizens. He would have 
seen to it that they got a lot 
more Social Security.” 

"It's nice of you to see it from 
the advertiser's viewpoint, Uncle 
Phil." 

“Why shouldn't I?" he said. 
“It Isn't as if the networks pur- 
posely wanted to exclude the 
elderly from their programing. . 
But they have to think of what's 
good for the country. And what's 
good for the country is a strong 
economy, and the only way you 
can have a strong economy is if 
people go out and buy the t h i n gs 
they see advertised on television. 
Elderly people might go out and 
buy a bottle of aspirin once in 
awhile, or a can of com, but 
Doris Day or Sonny and Cher 
can't live on that." 

T can see your point.” I said. 
“But why do the networks rub 
it in? Why don't they just go 
ahead with their programing 
without announcing whom they're 
appealing to?”

Zoo Cures Nervous 
Gorilla With TV 


TOKYO, Sept. 17 'API. — Bur- 
buru, an 13-year-old gorilla, has 
been cured of neurosis by watch- 
ing color television in his cage, 
officials at Tokyo's Ueno Zoo 
claimed today. 

When the gorilla began to show 
symptoms of nervous frustration, 
the zoo installed a color tele- 
vision set in his cage and kept 
it turned on between 8 a.m. and 
4 p.m. “At first, he was rest- 
less but gradually got used to ft." 
the officials said. “He is now 
enjoying programs, particularly 
those showing wild animals.' 1 


“The men who run the net- 
works are very nervous and wor- 
ried men.

“Why should It? No matter 
what they announce they always 
put on the same junk they put 
on the year before." 


W ASHINGTON tWP).— He ought to. At 
33. Merle Haggard— a child of the 
Depression, a graduate of San Quentin — 
is the undisputed king of American coun- 
try music. 

For this rapidly expanding audience, 
he's bigger now than Johnny Cash, and he 
sings as well as George Jones and his 
taste is 10 times better. Listen to the songs 
he writes or speak to him an hour, and 
you begin to sense honesty, strength, com- 
passion. ■ - 

But these are not the qualities that lifted 
Merle Haggard from long years of admira- 
tion by a faithful following to the top of 
the pop music charts. 

What brought him to the Kennedy Cen- 
ter for a benefit concert was his tapping— 
unintentionally, perhaps — of emotion. 
Thousands recognized their own frustra- 
tions and feelings it Merle Haggard's 
songs. 

His fans, and enemies, will ted you that 
Haggard stands against the hippies. He's 
a hero to the hardest of the hard hats, 
and theyH quote his songs to prove it. 
Not all his songs, just two. 

One is “Okie from Muskogee.” 

We don't smoke marijuana in Muskogee 
We don't take our trips on LSD 
We don’t burn our draft cards down on 
Main Street 

We like tiring right and being free. 

The other is called “The Fight in’ 
Side of Me.” 

If you don't love it, leave it. 

Let this song I'm singin' be a teaming; 
When you’re runnin' down our country, 
boss. 

You’re walkin’ on the ftghtin' side of me. 

A man who writes such songs has got 
to be a hater, a rouser of the rabble, a 
Good or Boy who’s gone BaHad-of-the- 
Green-Berets commercial, a know-nothing, 
a seg, but Haggard Isn't. 

He's a scholar and a classicist, a man 
who studies form: 

There is no art more formal than Amer- 
ican country music. It is full of booze 
songs, train, songs, lost-my-coun try-love 
songs, far -away-from- home songs, songs of 
honky tonks and prisons, and Haggard sings 
thwn all. 

“There are parts of ‘Okie’ that are dead 
right,” said Haggard. “I'm proud to be an 


American and Tm -proud to be ah. Okie., 
That port's fine. The part about making' 
booze better than dope. I figure that part’s 
wrong, I could have written more songs like 
■nghtin' Side’ and ’Okie,’ . but I figured 
two would do.” 

Surrounding those two songs are scores 
of records by Merle Haggard with infi- 
nitely less commercial appeal. 

Take two recent albums: - 

“Same Train a Different Time? is one, 
a painstaking and loving re-creation of the 
songs of Jimmie Rodgers, the “singing 
brakeman" who died a consumptive in 1933. 

Haggard's latest- album is called “A 
Tribute to the Best Damn Fiddle Play er 
in the World, or My Salute to Bob Wills.” 

Wills, now paralyzed by strokes, played 
fiddle in the 1930s with the Texas Play- 
boys. Haggard hired the members of that 
long disbanded band and, playing with 
his own, the Strangers, brought the music 
of Bob Wills back to life again. 

Wills and Jimmie Rodgers were the coun- 
try singers who moved Merle Haggard 
most in his wild childhood in Bakersfield, 
Calif. His father died when he was 9- 
He started lushing, fighting and stealing 
cars not very long thereafter. 

“I turned 31 in prison doin’ life without 
parole,” he sings. He'd spent 33 months 
in Quentin for armed robbery before he 
was paroled at the age of 23. 

‘Years later I asked Johnny Cash if he 
knew where I first saw him sing. ‘Was it 
in San Quentin, son?’ he asked, but he 
was joking. I think It shut him up when 
he saw my face go red." 

Haggard came out of prison “with my 
life straightened out and about a hundred 
lousy songs.” He just played guitar then. 
He now plays fiddle, too. 

He began just 15 months ago. “It would 
be easier to start from scratch and teach 
yourself to fly a 707 than it is to play 
the fiddle,” Haggard says, but he played 
fiddle on the Bob Wills album and he 
plays it in his show. 

Haggard and his Strangers and his wife, 
Bonnie Owens, a handsome and warmheart- 
ed woman who was married once to Buck 
Owens, are used to spending eight months 
of the year touring county fairs and Legion 
halls. But now they travel in a shiny, 10- 
bunk bus, they have a ranch in California 
and a yacht and money. 

One of the reasons Haggard’s fame Is 
growing now is that the most popular of 
the rock groups have in recent years turned 
to country, too. 

"People today are growing sick of the 
panned commercial, the hokey and the 
phony. I try to give them music straight. 
Hatred of phoniness is the thing most re- 
sponsible for my fame and my success.”
